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MEMORANDUM OF UNDERSTANDING 
BETWEEN 

THE DEPARTMENT OF AND THE CENTRAL INTELLIGENCE AGENCY 


SUBJECT: (SECRET) Loan of Military Officers for Duty with CIA 

in South Vietnam - Short Title (unclassified) : 


1. Reference: Letter from the Director of Central 
Intelligence Agency to the Deputy Secretary of Defense, dated 
3 December 1966, requesting the assignment of fifty (50) 
officers to the Agency to help meet priority requirements in 
Vietnam. 


2. Pursuant to approval of referenced request by the 
Deputy Secretary of Defense, the following Memorandum of 
Understanding between the Department of _______ _______ and the 

Central Intelligence Agency has been developed for application 

f 

to this project: 

a. The officers nominated for this duty should have 
a minimum of twelve months' experience living and working with 
the indigenous personnel of South Vietnam at the sector or 
subsector level, but acceptable also is related experience in 
such fields as Army Special Forces, civil affairs, psychologi- 
cal operations, small unit advisors, engineers, intelligence, 
and the like. Officers of any Service in grades up to major, 
inclusive, would be acceptable. In view of the fact that 
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
